Freshman C.J. Olson 
echoed that comment. 

“This is the worst thing 
I’ve ever seen happen,” he 
said. 

Assistant Vice 
Chancellor Vance Vallerio 
said the last time a crisis sit- 
uation of the scale of the 
Sept. 11 tragedy was dealt 
with at UNO was in the 
events following the reading 
of the Rodney King verdict 
or sometime during the Gulf 
War. 

The events of Sept. 11 
affected a much larger popu- 
lation than the one at UNO 
— they hit hard on national 


and world levels, too. 

Nationwide, many peo- 
ple hurried to their local Red 
Cross chapters to donate 
blood. Omaha’s_ chapter 
received many calls, but 
only accepted donations 
from those with pre-sched- 
uled appointments. 

Many people _ also 
turned their anger toward 
Muslim citizens. The- 
Islamic Center of Omaha 
reported threats from a num- 
ber of angry Omahans. 

People hurried to gas 
stations in fear gas prices 
would skyrocket or supplies 
would become scarce. Lines 
outside many Omaha-area 
fuel stations were blocks 
long during rush hour. 

The attacks affected 
international students at 
UNO, as well. They sympa- 
thized with Americans and 
shared their grief and confu- 
sion. | 

“T think it’s terrible and 
lots of people died there,” Li 
Wan, a China native said.

Patriotism 
soared as Americans waved 
flags, wore red, white and 
blue pins and donated 
monies to disaster relief 
funds. 

Two UNO fraternities, 
Pi Kappa Alpha and Sigma 
Lambda Beta, took part in 
the disaster relief effort and 
set up tables on campus to 
collect funds. By Sept. 14, 
Pi Kappa Alpha had raised 
more than $2,500. _ 

A memorial service was 
also held on campus Friday, 
Sept. 14, in honor of those 
who lost their lives in the 


attacks. 
The Dean of 
International Studies at 


UNO, Tom Gouttierre, was 
thrust into the media spot- 
light following the attacks. 
In the 48 hours immedi- 
ately following the attacks, 
Gouttierre participated in 
more than 50 interviews 
with media outlets including 
the Wall Street Journal, 


Newsweek and 60 Minutes. 
The fact that Gouttierre 
lived in Afghanistan for 
almost 10 years and coached 
the Afghan National 
Basketball team made his 
expertise valuable and 


brought much notoriety to. 


UNO’s Center for 
Afghanistan Studies. 

Gouttierre kept in touch 
with UNO’s international 
students amid the publicity, 
meeting with them three 
days after the attack to 
explain it to them and com- 
fort them. 

A Remembrance Wall 
was put up outside the 
Student Organizations and 
Leadership Programs office 
on the first floor of the stu- 
dent center. Many students 
put emotional messages up 
on the wall, written on red 
paper bricks.

or? UNO 's: “Center "for 
Afghanistan Studies, the past 
year has been the ultimate para- 
 digm. 

The 28-year-old center — already 
dubbed the “finest collection of Afghan 
primary and secondary materials in 
North America” — became the focal 
point of media attention in the Western 
hemisphere in the wake of Sept. 11. 

Since that day, Tom Gouttierre, 
director of the center, has conducted 
more than 1,400 interviews with news 
organizations throughout the world — 
including Newsweek, U.S. News & 
World Report, the British Broadcasting 
Corp., the Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 
and all four major U.S. television net- 
works. 

Although well-respected before 
Sept. 11, many of the center’s efforts — 
including facilitating dialogue between 
the Taliban and Northern Alliance and 
advising on foreign policy — went 
ignored, including repeated warnings 
about Osama bin Laden. 

But that all changed the morning of 
Sept. 11. 

Gouttierre likens it to “spending 
your whole life trying to convince peo- 
ple Afghanistan is not in Africa, then 
waking up one morning” with 
Afghanistan the most talked-about 
nation in the world. 

And despite the fact that over- 
whelmingly tragic events triggered it, 
Gouttierre calls the past year the “most 
fast-paced ... in my 28-year career.” 

The silver lining to the dark cloud 
of Sept. 11 was the center’s opportunity 
to directly help in the rebuilding of war- 


torn Afghanistan. 

| Under a $6.5 million grant from the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development, the Center for 


Afghanistan Studies was assigned the 
task of producing more than 4 million 
textbooks — designed for use by K-12

schools throughout Afghanistan — and 
delivering them to the Afghan ministry 
of education in Kabul. 

“T think it will probably be the most 
progressive curriculum in Afghanistan 
since the ‘70s,” Gouttierre said in 
February, a mere month before the pro- 
gram was in full swing. “We are really 
excited and enthused about this chance 
to help Afghanistan reconstruct.” 

The center’s goal of putting 
females into Afghan classrooms for the 
first time was widely publicized, yet the 
center was rarely singled out for its con- 
tributions — including a March event in 
Virginia, at which the center’s efforts 
were supposed to be highlighted by 
President Bush, who neglected to men- 
tion the center. 

Gouttierre is nonetheless 
“enthused” by the center’s role in the 
past year. He says interest in the inter- 
national studies major has grown and 
there has been “major interest” in 
study-abroad programs. 

However, Gouttierre says it will 
“be good to have a return to some 


degree of normalcy” at the center. 
“[We] have been overwhelmed 
with new things,” Gouttierre says, but 
hastens to add that it’s been “great to be 
educating and informing people.” &

Budget cuts and rising

he past year brought 
financial woes for 
many — and UNO 
was no exception. 

University officials were 
planning as_ early’ as 
November for reduced sum- 
mer offerings and faculty 
cuts in order to combat what 
was then a $1.7 million 
budget cut for the 2002-2003 
school year. 

By the time February 
rolled around, the Nebraska 
legislature had upped the 
ante, slashing the NU sys- 
tem’s budget by $15 million, 
$2.26 of which UNO would 
have to absorb. 

UNO Chancellor Nancy 


Belck maintained the univer- 


sity’s commitment to “aca- 
demic excellence” while at 
the same time announcing 
that 26 faculty positions at 
UNO would be eliminated 
and that summer course 
offerings would be drastical- 
ly reduced for both the com- 
ing summer and Summer 
2003. 

“We will have areas 
where the institution won’t 
‘be able to move forward,” 
Belck said in February. “

dents. They will still have a 
high-quality education.” 
Less than a month later, 
though, it became apparent 
that UNO could face a possi- 
ble $2.7 million in further

Despite the bad weather, 
Belck emphasized — in a 


March statement — UNO 
was still “committed to pre- 
serving the academic core of 
the institutions, as well as, 
faculty and staff positions.” 

Not even budget cuts — 
and the rising tuition rates 
that accompany them — 
could keep students away 
from UNO, though. 

Student enrollment at 
UNO rose more than 5 per- 
cent from last year and saw 
its highest numbers since 
1995. 

Headcounts in 
September put the UNO stu- 
dent population at 15,106. 

“I believe that this 
growth is the direct result of 
the efforts of the faculty, staff 
and administration of the 
university to place students 
at the center of the entire aca- 
demic enterprise,” said 
Derek Hodgson, vice chan- 
cellor of academic affairs.” 2

It all started in October 
when three pairs announced 
their candidacies for student 
body president/regent and 
vice president: Damien 
Coran and Shay Riggs; 
Mallory Prucha and Joe 
Bilek; Jake Farrell and Mike 
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Salerno. | | 

Each duo announced the 
changes it would make if 
elected. 

The Prucha/Bilek team 
had a multi-faceted platform 
spanning everything from 
communication within the 
university to expansion of 
daycare services at UNO. 

Farrell and Salerno’s 
campaign focused on student 


involvement and awareness 


and Coran and Riggs’ on stu- 


dent apathy — particularly 
on reversing the trend of poor 
turnouts that had been seen at 
student government elections 
in recent years. 

The candidates debated 
on Oct. 8. Coming out of the 
debates, Coran told The 
Gateway he believed he had a 
“good chance” at defeating 
Prucha, the incumbent. 

There was, however, a 
setback to the Coran/Riggs 
campaign. It was revealed in 


the Oct. 16 issue of The 
Gateway that Coran had a 
history of non-violent crimi- 
nal charges against him. 

After running _ back- 
ground checks on each of the 
student body president/regent 
candidates, The Gateway dis- 
covered a series of 17 inci- 
dents in which Coran was 
either arrested or cited on 
suspicion of crimes between 
1993 and 1998. |

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students who voted in the Oct. 16-17 
elections were able to look past Coran’s 
indiscretions —- he and Riggs. won the 
election with a 20-percént voting margin 
over runners-up Prucha and Bilek, 

| Coran and Riggs secured 369 of the 
» 712 votes, Prucha and Bilek 224 and 
Farrell and Salerno 90. The remaining 
29 votes were split between write-ins 
and no votes. 

‘“‘We worked hard and stayed on top 
| of the issues,’ Coran said of his and 
| Riggs’ successful campaign. 

But the success of that campaign 
would soon be compromised as univer- 
sity officials began to question whether 
# Coran could serve as student body pres- 
# ident/regent due to his criminal history. 

Coran’s criminal record reviewed 
by university officials shortly after the 
elections. Legal counsel advised Rita 
Henry, assistant to the vice chancellor of 
student affairs, that Coran was eligible 
to hold office, as reported in the Nov. 9 
edition of The Gateway. 

According to Article 15, Section 2, 
of Nebraska State Law, “no person con- 
victed of a felony shall be eligible to ... 
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mistakes, but I’ve learned from them,” 
Coran said of his criminal past. 

Coran admitted he was jailed for 
almost a year in 1998 due to a “misun- 
derstanding” over the use of another 
individual’s ATM card. 

However, many of the 712 UNO 


an office of trust or profit.” 

However, at the time he was 
deemed eligible, officials did not know 
of any felony that would trigger that 
constitutional provision. 

A few weeks later, officials reversed 
their decision following the discovery of 
a felony conviction on Coran’s record. 

A November 1997 federal felony 
conviction for unauthorized use of a 
credit card — related to that “misunder- 
standing” about the ATM card — would 
ultimately prevent Coran from taking 
office. 

Officials said the only way Coran 
could be sworn in as student body presi- 
dent/regent was if he completed an 
appeal for the restitution of civil rights 
by Jan. 1 — a process that would have 
required a presidential pardon. That did 
not occur. 

With Coran declared ineligible, the 
new question was who would take office 
in January. 

In late November, university offi- 
cials announced that Riggs, Coran’s run- 
ning mate, would inherit the post. Riggs 
developed a new platform geared toward

office, but she would not do 
so without more controversy. 

Stephanie Trudell, chief 
administrative officer of 
UNO’s Student Government, 
said because Coran and 
Riggs had never been 
installed as president and 
vice president, the rules that 
govern a vice president’s 
ascension to the position of 
president did not apply to the 
situation. Trudell and other 
Student Government senators 
pushed for a special election, 


' with which the whole process 


would begin again.

Coran should not be able to 
serve, she said she would not 
participate in a special elec- 
tion. She said if that course of 
action were to be taken, she 
would not run. 


However, Student 


Government Speaker Aaron 
Becker said the organiza- 
tion’s options were not limit- 
ed to either appointing Riggs 
or holding a special/election. 

He said the senate could 
declare all votes received by 
Coran and Riggs in the 
October election null and 
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void, leaving Prucha and 
Bilek with the highest num- 
ber of votes and the offices of 
president and vice president. 


“The general sentiment 


in Student Government is 
that the ascension of vice 
president-elect to 
president/regent-elect 1S. 
unacceptable,” Becker said at 
the time. 

He also said a “loop- 
hole” found in the Nebraska 
State Constitution could 
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make Riggs assuming the 
role of student body presi- 
dent/regent unlawful. 

Section 32-602 of the 
constitution reads: “Any per- 


son filing for office shall 
meet the constitutional and 
statutory requirements of the 
office for which he or she is 
filing.” 

If this statute held up in 
the case of the election, then 
the ballot would have been 
invalid from the start — 
Coran and Riggs wouldn’t 
have been on it in the first 
place. | 

The statute, however, did 
not hold up and Student 
Government was left with no 
further course of action. 

Riggs was sworn in as 
student body president/regent 
Jan. 16. She chose Bilek, who 
appeared on the October bal- 
lot as Prucha’s running mate, 
as her vice president. 

At the inauguration cere- 
mony, from which Prucha 
and Coran were noticeably 
absent, Riggs told guests they 
would be “glad I was able to 
serve.” g

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A look back at the year in music 


Many people cite pop’s continued 
dominance of the charts since last May 
‘as another nail in the coffin of rock. 
While they aren’t likely to make a 
Behind the Music on mid-2001 to mid- 
2002, in my humble opinion it was better 
than many other recent years. What fol- 
lows are the few major happenings in the 
music world I felt I could be sufficiently 
witty about. 


Jimmy meet world | 


Jimmy Eat World’s Bleed American, 
released last June, proved to us happy 
music doesn’t have to be stupid. In fact, 
it can be downright deep and thought- 
provoking. A good example of this is the 
song “The Middle,” which uses catchy 
hooks and powerful guitars to reassure 
us (in the refrain) “everything is going to 
be all night.”

unmastered versions of the songs online. 


That made the band’s record label, 
Interscope, very unhappy and the songs 
were all pulled. But those people lucky 
enough to have a CD burner (or me as a 
friend) were able to preview most of the 
new Weezer album anyway. Maladroit 
(which means clumsy, in case you were 
curious) is much more guitar-driven than 


the green album was, but still stays away ~ 


from the harsh-sounding *Pinkerton. 
Rivers says the band now plans to 
release an album a year from now and 
has already started on the next one.

The past year saw 
national media sitting up and 
taking notice of the thriving 
local music scene in Omaha.

received a small mention in 
the April issue of Alternative 
Press. 

Also mentioned in the

With a distinctly new-wavey 
sound and songs about death, 
murder and mayhem, the 
Faint’s third album, Danse 
Macabre, shot to No. 3 on 
the CMJ charts and resulted 
in decent media exposure. 
Articles mentioning the 
Faint were published 1n mag- 
azines such as Spin, Magnet, 
Alternative Press, Jane and 
even established mainstream 


publications like Time and 


the New Yorker. The Jane 
article likened Omaha to

Omaha has always been sort of a quagmire 
when it comes to concerts — too small to attract 
some of the major acts’ tour rosters, but big enough 
to get its fair share of quality bands and musicians. 

As we reflect back on the 2001-2002 school 
year, let’s not forget some of the more memorable 
acts that graced the Big O with their presence over 
the last nine months. 

Almost every music fan in Omaha has no 
doubt heard the buzz about Houston’s Blue 
October. Performing six times in_ the 
Omaha/Lincoln area in just the last year, this multi- 
genre, emotionally-fueled quintet has created quite 
a large fan base here in town over the last couple of 
years. 

With the release of Consent to Treatment in 
2000, the band’s popularity skyrocketed across the 
Midwest. Because the band’s live shows are emo- 
tional and a sight to behold, Blue October contin- 
ues to sell out venues with every stop through 
town. 

March saw fans’ long-anticipated visit from 
the master of the macabre, Rob Zombie. The 
shock-rocker brought his twisted funhouse of ter- 
ror he calls a concert to Lincoln’s Pershing 
Auditorium. 

An elaborate stage setup including billowing 
flames, go-go dancers and video screens display- 
ing old gore films complemented Zombie’s 
rock/horror theme to the fullest extent of the law 
(quite literally). 

Rapper Snoop Dogg took the stage at 
McCormack’s in Millard during the earlier half of 
the year. Attracting fans from all areas of the city, 
the “Dee Oh Double Gee” put on a killer show, not 
forgetting every five minutes to give a shout-out to 
the stoners in the crowd.

The 
Mavs were trailing 24-14 at 
North Dakota until Severson con- 
nected on a 52-yard field goal and Brian 
Everette returned a blocked punt 43 yards to 
send the game into overtime. Severson’s second 
field goal of the day gave the Mavs a 27-24 win. 
UNO rolled up 42 first-half points en route to a 45-0 win 
over St. Cloud State. The win was the Mavs’ 31st consecutive 
regular season home victory. 
From that point on, though, the Mavericks’ joynide of a season 
began to hit potholes. UNO saw a 9-0 half-time lead at North Dakota 
State slip away as the Bison scored 24 unanswered points to beat the 
Mavs 31-22 at the Fargodome. 

Augustana picked off five Maverick passes as it stunned UNO 38-21 and endan- 
gered the Mavs’ playoff hopes. UNO did receive a playoff bid, but it was a return date with 
Pittsburg State (Kan.), whom the Mavs knocked out of the 2000 Division II playoffs. The 
Gorillas held UNO scoreless until late in the fourth quarter, when Seth Turman scored to make 
the final score 20-7 in favor of PSU. g

Wisconsin-Milwaukee 
beat the Mavs afterwards, 


but UNO started rolling 


again with an 81-73 win 
over in-state rival Nebraska- 
Kearney. 

UNO went 13-5 overall 
in the NCC, including a 102- 
63 trouncing of No. 8 St. 
Cloud State in Minnesota 
that was part of a season 
sweep over the pre-season 
conference favorite. The 
Mavericks picked up their 
20th win of the season witha 
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73-61- win over Minnesota 
State-Mankato. The victory 
gave the Mavs the distinc- 
tion of being only the sixth 
team in the history of the 
program to win 20 games in 
a season and the first since 
the 1989-1990 Mavericks. 

North Dakota knocked 
the Mavs out of the NCC 
post-season tournament after 
UNO beat Augustana 85-72 
in the first round. After 
receiving an at-large bid to 
play in the NCAA North 
Central regional tournament, 
the Mavs thumped Fort 
Lewis 88-58. The win was 
the Mavs’ first in the NCAA 
tournament since an 84-81 
win over Northern Michigan 
in 1984 and it set a new 
school record for wins in a 
season with 24. South 
Dakota State, however, beat 
UNO in the regional semifi- 
nal to end the Mavs’ season 
at 24-9.

strides during the 2001-2002 
season. 

UNO closed out its sea- 
son with the program’s best- 
ever finish at the NCAA 
Division II National meet, 
finishing in sixth place. The 
Mavericks, under the tutelage 
of head coach Todd Samland, 
improved upon their two 
consecutive 10th-place fin- 
ishes and came in four points 
behind perennial North 
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Central Conference power 
North Dakota. In addition to 
their nationals performance, 
the Mavs continued their 
climb up the NCC ranks by 
finishing second at the con- 
ference meet. UNO finished 
sixth in its first year of exis- 
tence in 1998, followed by 
subsequent finishes of fifth, 
fourth and third place. 
Petersen transferred to 
UNO from Louisiana State 
University and almost imme- 
diately left her mark. 
Petersen won the 100- and 
200-meter backstroke events 
at nationals and set a new 


Division II record in the 200 
with a time of 1:58.38, best- 
ing the old mark of 2:00.54. 
UNO opened the season 
competing in a series of duals 
and posted a record of 11-3, 
one of the losses coming at 
2001 and 2002 Division II 
champions Truman State. 
The Mavericks emerged 
from the NCC meet with nine 
event titles, tripling the old 
record of three set in 2001. 
Sixteen school records and 
five NCC records were set by 
the Mavs at the conference 
meet and 11 swimmers qualli- 
fied to compete at the nation- 


al tournament. 

Jamie Haferbier set one 
of the NCC records with a 
1:51.14 in the 200-meter 
freestyle and she teamed up 
with Stacy Crook, Veronica 
Barna and Katie Liebmann to 
post a 7:41.02 in the 800- 
meter freestyle relay, also an 
NCC record. Petersen had a 
hand in the other three 
records, setting new marks in 
the 100 backstroke (56.99), 
200 backstroke (2:00.79) and 
swimming the first leg of the 
400 medley relay’ with 
Haferbier, Martina Zamecnik 
and Sarah Clark (3:53.57). F 
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NO’s wrestling 

team continued its 

run of excellence on 
the national level in 2001 and 
2002, garnering its .18th top- 
five finish at the NCAA 
Division II national meet 
under head coach. Mike 
Denney. 

Following a series of 
open meets to begin the sea- 
son, the Mavs opened their 
dual season with wins over 
North Central Conference 
foes. No. :' 17> Northérn 
Colorado and No. 7 South 
Dakota State. UNO then trav- 
eled to Columbus, Ohio, for 
the NCAA Division II 
National Duals tournament, 
featuring the top-ranked 
squads in the nation. 

UNO opened with wins 
over No. 22 San Francisco 
State and No. 5 Pittsburgh- 
Johnstown before falling to 
No. 1 North Dakota State.
